Purge Baseball 


Baseball, the national pastime, is rocked 
by another scandal just as it was convalescent 
from crookedness of the Chicago Sox-Cincin- 
nati Red world’s sones, which resulted in tho 
outlaw ing of the bribe-takers in the 1919 
classic. 
The attempt of Jim m y O'Connell, utility 
outfielder and one of the most promising 
athletes in the National league, who says his 
foolish move was prompted by Cosy Dolan, 
veteran infielder and coach, to persuade 
Heinie Sand, Philadelphia shortstop, to throw 
a game to the New York Giants in the clos­ 
ing series of the National l eague race, is an­ 
other staggering blow. 
O’Connell, who confessed to Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis, the high commissioner of 
the great American game, and Dolan, who, 
although denying his implication, is believed 
to ha\e played in a role in the plot, were 
declared ineligible mr participation in the 
1924 world’s series and expelled from their 
means of livelihood. 
The punishment meets the approval of 
the millions of lovers of baseball, who have 
been proud to boast of Hie honesty of the 
game, but in the minds of many, including 
Ban Johnson, president of the American 
American League, and Barney Drey fuss, 
owners of the Pittsburgh National League 
team, the 
investigation 
should 
lie more 
searching. 
So there are scores, perhaps 
hundreds, yes thousands, who stand with 
Johnson and Dwyfuss in the declaration that 
the world's championship games between tile 
New York club and the Washington Ameri­ 
cans should be called off and a federal inves­ 
tigation made of th** ugly figure of scandal 
which threatens to impair the foundation of 
the sport. 
It is inconceivable, despite a clean bill of 
health given by the investigators, that O'Con­ 
nell and Dolan were the only persons involved 
in the attempted bribery. Perhaps as in the 
1919 series, gamblers are behind th** crooked­ 
ness. 
And, unless a more rigid investigation 
is conducted, suspicion always will bang over 
the heads of other members of the Giants* 
club. 
The two redeeming features of the expose 
are the honesty of young Sand, who, notwith­ 
standing many years of friendship with 
O’Connell, with whom he played iii minor 
leagues, spumed the bribe and reported the 
incident to Manager A rt Fletcher of the 
Philadelphia club, who in turn communicated 
the facts to I*resident John lleydlt r »>i the 
National League, and the stout heart of Com­ 
missioner Landis in turning the spotlight on 
the scandal on the < vc of the world's series. 
Although Landis knew the t \pose might 
mean a tremendous blow to the 1924 classic, 
he did not hesitate. Had he deferred banish­ 
ment of the suspected principals until after 
the New York-Washington series, suspicion 
relative to the honesty of the crucial games 
probably would be lurking in the minds of 
fans. 
The 1924 National League scandal should 
not be dropped, 
lf baseball players other 
thail the two branded men are involved, they 
should be barred from participation in the 
sport. 
And if they or others, among them 
gamblers, are guilty of a criminal offense, 
they should be compelled to pay tho penalty. 
Baseball must be purged of crookedness if 
it is to sun ive. 


Faith fu l Am ericans

Baseball, the national pastime, is rocked 
by another scandal ju.st as it was convalescent 
from crookedness oi" the Chicago Sox-Cincin- 
nati Red world’s series, which resulted in tin* 
outlawing of the blibe-takers in the 1919 
classic. 
The attempt of Jimmy O’Connell, utility 


outfielder and one of the most promising 
athlete's in the National league, who says his 
foolish move was prompted by Cosy Dolan, 
veteran infielder and coach, to persuade 
Heinie Sand, Philadelphia shortstop, to throw 
a game to the New York Giants in the clos­ 
ing series of the National J eague race, is an­ 
other staggering blow. 
O’Connell, who confessed to Kenesaw 


Mountain Landis, the high commissioner of 
tho great American game, and Dolan, who, 
although denying his implication, is believed 
to have played in a role in the plot, were 
declared ineligible mr participation in the 
1924 world’s series and expelled from their 
means of livelihood, 
The punishment meets the approval of 


the millions of lovers of baseball, who have 
been proud to boast of the honesty of the 
game, bul in the minds of many, including 
Ban Johnson, president of the American 
American League, and Barney Dreyfuas, 
owners of the Pittsburgh National League 
team, the investigation should In? more 
searching. 
So there are scores, perhaps 


hundreds, yes thousands, who stand with 
Johnson and Dreyfus* in the declaration that 
the world’s championship games between the 
New York club and the Washington Ameri­ 
cans should be called off ami a federal inves­ 
tigation made of the ugly figure of seal.vial 
which threatens to impair the foundation of 
the sport* 
It is inconceivable, despite a clean bill of 


health given by the investigators, that O'Con­ 
nell and Dolan were the only persona involved 
in the attempted bribery. Perhaps as in the 
1919 series, gamblers are behind th#* crooked­ 
ness. And, unless a mon* rigid investigation 
la conducted, suspicion always will bang over 
the heads of other members of the Giants* 
club. 
The two redeeming features of the expose 


are the honesty of young Sand, w ho, notwith­ 
standing many years of friendship with 
O’Connell, with whom ho played in minor 
leagues, spurned the blibe aud reported tilt* 
incident to Manager Art Pletcher of the 
Philadelphia club, who in turn communicated 
the facts to President John Hey die r of the 
National League, and the stout heart of Com­ 
missioner Landis in turning the spotlight on 
the scandal on the eve of the world's relies. 
Although Landis knew the < xpose might 
mean a tremendous blow to the 1921 classic, 
he did not hesitate. Had he deferred banish­ 
ment of th*' suspected principals until after 
the New York-Washingtoo series, suspicion 
relative to the honesty of the crucial games 
probably would be lurking in the minds of 
fans. 
The 1924 National League scandal should 


not be dropped, 
lf baseball players other 


than the two branded men are involved, they 
should be barred from participation in tile 
sport. 
And if they or others, among them 


. gamblers, are guilty of a criminal offense, 


they should be compelled to pay the penalty.
